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REMARKS 

In the Action, claims 13-20 were rejeaed under 35 U.S.C. § 101 because the claims are 
directed to both an apparatus and a method for using the apparatus. On the same basis, claims 
13-20 are rejected under 25 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as indefinite. By this Amendment, 
claim 13 has been rewritten in independent form and is directed to a method a$ the Applicant had 
originally intended. Thus, the rejection of claims 13-20 has been overcome. 

Claims 1-12 were rejected under 35 U.S,C. § 103(a) as obvious over the Cyriax reference 
(U,S. No. 4,500,274) in view of the Gellert reference (U.S. Patent No. 5,952^016). 

Independent claim 1 is directed to an injection molding machine having a tool injection 
part and a tool ejection part, which is releasably mated to the tool injection part for defining a 
mold cavity. The Examiner points to the nozzles 10 in the Gellert reference for disclosing the 
claimed tool injection part. It will be appreciated that the nozzles 10 do not define the mold 
cavity. Rather, the nozzles 10 inject melt into the elongated cavity 22 that is defined by the 
cavity insert 38. Thus, the nozzles 10 are substantially different than the tool injection part and 
cannot be relied upon for disclosing the same. However, to clarify the claimed invention, the 
limitations "'tool injection part" and "tool ejection part" have been respectively replaced with 
''injection mold part" and "ejection mold part,'* as each part is a portion of the mold defining the 
mold cavity. 

Also, in the Action, it was stated that the Gellert reference discloses two or more bolt 
members attaching the tool injection pan to the head plate. In particular, it was stated that the 
nozzles 10 are attached to the mold plate 12S by two or more bolt members, which are accessible 
from the side of the nozzles 10. However, inspection of Figure 3 establishes that Figure 3 does 
not disclose this construction. 

In view of the foregoing, all of the claims remaining in the case, namely claims 1-20, are 
in proper form and patentably distinguish from the prior art. Accordingly, allowance of the 
claims and passage of the application to issuance are respectfully solicited. 
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
